CUTTING LAMBS’ TAILS. 


Care Should Be Exercised T hat Infec­ 
tion Does Not Ensue. 
At this season of tin* y ear th ere is 
nothing serious about tin* simple oper­ 
ation of taking off the tails of lambs 
and of castrating them as well, writes

Different experiments In jill} 
duty were tried, one of which was the 
making up of a Jury of mixed men 
and women. 
The case of Grace Fleming against 
Frau. is iddlcstou for breach of prom­ 
ise attracted universal attention.

law as it '.food at the time required 
that all cases of breach of promise 
should he tried before a Jury of un 
married persons, six being males and 
six females. 
There being a great rush 
for admittance to hear the piquant 
evidence that it was expected would 
he brought out, a ii urn lier of young 
men and women strove to l>e iinpuu 
fled ou the Jury.
